HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES,

In pursuance of the proclamation of the Governor of Idaho, the house was 

called to order by Hon. N. J. Burkhart, Speaker of the House of Representa- 

tives of the Fifteenth Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Idaho, at the 
hour of 12 o’clock m. 

Charles H. Reed, Chief Clerk of the House of Representatives of the 

Fifteenth Session of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Idaho, 


_ acting as the chief clerk of the house, then read the following proclamation: 


STATE OF IDAHO. - 
PROCLAMATION CONVENING THE STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Whereas, Idaho was admitted into the union of States on the 3d day of 
July, 1890, under a Constitution previously prepared and adopted by a Consti- 
tutional Convention of the citizens of the Territory of Idaho, and ratified at an 
election held on November 5, 1889; and, 

Whereas, It_is provided in the said Constitution of the State of Idaho, 
“That the Governor of the State, immediately upon his qualifying and enter- 
ing upon the duties of his office, shall issue his proclamation convening the ' 
legislature of the State on a day to be named in said proclamation,” 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the foregoing provisions, and by authority 
vested in me as Governor_under the Constitution of the State, I do hereby 
issue this, my proclamation, designating Monday, the 8th day of December; 
1890, as the day upon which the legislature of the State of Idaho shall convene, 
and the members elect to said legislature are hereby requested to assemble ab, 
Boise City, the capital of the State, at 12 o’clock meridian, on the day above 
named, (December 8, 1890,) and proceed to organize the legislature, as. 
provided by the Constitution and laws now in force. ee yeti e 
In testimony whereof, I have hereunto.set my hand and caused the great seal 

eof the State to be affixed. Done at the City of Boise, the capital 
[SEAL] of Idaho, this 3d day of November, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety, and of the independence of 
the United States of America, the one hundred and fifteenth.

The Speaker declared the next business in order to be the election of a chief 
clerk. 

Mr. Pyeatt, of Lemhi County, nominated Charles H. Reed, of Ada County; 
and Mr. Hawkins, of Owyhee, nominated E. B. Lemon, of Alturas County. A 
ballot was then taken which resulted as follows: Mr. Reed, 18; Mr. Lemon, 
11: Mr. Wickersham, 5; Mr. Gray, 1.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


OFFICE OF SECRETARY OF THE SENATE. 
‘ BOISE CITY, IDAHO, December 11, 1890. 
Mr. Speaker: I am instructed to inform your honorable body that the 
senate has had under consideration and passed Senate Bill No. 1, a bill to 
authorize judges of the district courts of the State of Idaho to appoint clerks 
of said courts where there is a vacancy or no person authorized to act as clerk, 
which is herewith transmitted. Respectfully, 
M. C. ATHEY, Secretary. 

Mr. Martin moved to adjourn until 2 o’clock p. m., which was lost. 

Mr. Price, from the committee on rules, submitted the following rerort, 
which, on motion of Mr. Caldwell, was ordered read entire, after which each 
rule should be taken up and considered. 

Mr. Speaker: Your committee on rules respectfully report the following 
rules for the house, and recommend their adoption: 

1. The Speaker shall take the chair at the time to which the house stands 
adjourned and the house shall then be called to order, and after prayer by the 
chaplain the roll of the members called and the names of the absentees shall 
be entered upon the journal of the house. 
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2. Upon the appearance of a quorum the journal of the preceding day shall 
be read by thé clerk and any mistakes therein shall be corrected: by: the house. 

3. A majority of the members present may order a call of the house and 
cause absent members to be sent for, but a call must not be made after voting 
has commenced. A call being moved, the Speaker shall require those desiring 
the ‘‘call” to rise, and if a majority of members shall rise the call shall be 
ordered. The call being ordered, the sergeant-at-arms shall close the door and 
no member shall be allowed to leave the room. The clerk shall then call the 
roll as amended and furnish the sergeant-at-arms with a list of those members 
absent without leave, and that officer shall proceed forthwith to find and bring 
in such absentees. While the house is under call no business shall be trans- 
acted except to receive and act upon the report of the sergeant-at-arms. And 
no motion shall be in order except a motion to suspend further proceedings 
under the call. Upon the report of the sergeant-at-arms showing that all of 
the members who were absent without leave, naming them, are present, the 
call shall be at an end, and the doors shall be opened and the business or 
motion pending at the time the call was made shall be proceeded with. 

4, The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum and shall decide ques- 
tions of order, subject to an appeal to the house. 

5. The Speaker shall vote upon all questions taken by ayes and nays 
(except on appeals from his own decision) and in all elections or decisions 
called for by any member. 

6. When the house adjourns the members shall keep their seats until the 
Speaker announces the adjournment. 

T. Every member, previous to his speaking, shall rise from his seat and 
respectfully address the Speaker and remain standing in his place before pro- 
ceeding to speak, until he is recognized by the chair. 

8. When two or more members shall rise at once the Speaker shall desig- 
nate the member who is first to speak; but in all cases the members who shall 
first rise and address the chair shall speak first. 

9. No member shall speak more than twice-on the same subject without 
leave of the house, nor more than once until every member choosing to speak 
on the subject pending shall have spoken. 

10. No motion shall be debated or put unless the same be seconded; it 
shall be stated by the Speaker before debate, and any such motion shall be 
reduced to writing if the Speaker or any member desire it. ` 

11. After a motion shall have been stated by the Speaker it shall be 
deemed to be in possession of the house, but may be withdrawn at any 
time, before amendment or decision; but all motions, resolutions or amend- 
ments shall be entered upon the journal, whether rejected or adopted. 

12. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received but to 
adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone to a day 
certain, to commit or amend, to postpone indefinitely, which several motions 
shall have precedence in the order in which they stand arranged. 

13. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, except when a mem- 
ber is addressing the chair, or a vote is being taken, or as provided in rule 3; 
that, and the motion to lay upon the table, shall be decided without debate. 

14. (1) There shall be a motion for the previous question, which being 
ordered by a majority of members present, if a quorum, shall have the effect 
to cut off all debate and bring the house to a direct vote upon the immediate 
question or questions on which it has been asked and ordered. The previous 
question may be asked and ordered upon a single motion, a series of motions 
allowable under the rules, or an amendment or amendments, or may be made 
to embrace all authorized motions or amendments and include the bill to its 
passage or rejection. It shall be in order, pending the motion for, or after the 
previous question shall have been ordered on its passage, for the Speaker to 
entertain and submit a motion to commit, with or without instructions, to a 

standing or select committee. (2) <A call of the house shall not be in order 
after the previous question is ordered, unless it shall appear on an actual count 
by the Speaker that a quorum is not present. 

15. When the previous question is decided in the negative, it shall leave 
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the main question under debate for the residue of the sitting, unless sooner 
disposed of by taking the question, or in some other manner. : 

16. All incidental questions of order arising after a motion is made for 
the previous question, during the pending of such motion or after the house 
shall have determined. that the ‘main question shall now be -put, shall be 
decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. 

_ 17. Petitions, memorials and other papers addressed to the house shall be 
presented by the Speaker or by a member.in his place. 

18. Every member present within the bar of the house shall vote on any 
question put, unless excused by the house.. 

19. When the speaker is putting the question no member shall walk out 
or across the house; nor when a member is speaking shall any person entertain 
any private discourse or pass between him and the chair. 

20. Ifa question in debate contains several points, any member may have 
the same divided. f 

21. A member called to order shall immediately sit down, unless per- 
mitted to explain, and- the house, if appealed to, shall decide the case. If 
there be no appeal, the decision of the chair shall be submited to. On an 
appeal, no member shall speak more than once without leave of the house, 
except when a member is called to order for offensive Innguage, in which case 
there shall be no debate. ' 

22. Every bill and joint resolution shall be introduced on the report of a 
committee, or on call for bills and joint resolutions, or by a motion for leave. 

23. Every bill before being introduced shall have indorsed thereon the 
title of the same; and every bill or resolution shall have thereon the name of 
the member introducing it; and when ordered by a committee, the name of 
such committee shall be indorsed thereon. 

24. No law shall:be passed except by bill, nor shall any bill be put upon 
its final passage until the same, with the amendments thereto, shall have been 
printed for the use of the members; nor shall any bill become a Jaw unless the 
same shall have been read on three several days in the house previous-to the 
final vote thereon: Provided, In case of urgency two-thirds of the house may, 
upon a vote of the yeas and nays, dispense with this provision. On the final 
passage of all bills they shall be read at length, section by’section, and the 
vote shall be by yeas and nays upon each bill separately and shall be entered 
upon the journal; and no bill shall become a law without the concurrence of a 
majority of the members present. 

25. All bills, memorials, orders and resolutions requiring the approval of 
the Governor shall, after a second reading, be referred to its appropriate com- 
mitte, and, if reported without amendment, shall pass to its third reading, 
unless otherwise ordered, and when amended it shall go to committees of the 
whole house. -~ 

26. All bills shall be properly engrossed before their final passage. 

27. The final question after consideration in committee of the whole of a 
bill or other paper originating in the house shall be, ‘‘Shall it be engrossed and 
read a third time?” and upon every such bill or paper originating in the 
senate, ‘‘Shall it be read a third time?” 

28. No amendment shall be received on the third reading, except to fill 
blanks, without unanimous consent of the house, and all bills and resolutions 
may, be recommitted at any time previous to their passage; and if any amend- 
ment be reported on such recommitment by any other than a committee of 
the whole, it shall be again read a second time and the question for third read- 
ing and passage then put. ra 

29. No.motion or proposition on a subject different from that under con- 
sideration shall be admitted under color of amendment; no bill or resolu- 
tion shall at any time be amended by annexing thereto, or incorporating 
therewith, any other bill or resolution pending before the house. 

30. In forming a committee of the whole house the Speaker shall appoint 
a chairmain to preside. - 

31. Bills committed to the committee of the whole house shall, by the 

committee-of the whole, thereon be read, first, through, unless the committee 
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shall otherwise order, and then read and debated by sections, leaying the title 
to be last considered; all amendments shall be noted in writing and reported 
to the house by the chairman. 

32. All questions, whether in committee or in the house, shall be put in 
the order they are moved, except in the case of privileged questions, and in 
filling up blanks the largest sum and longest time shall be first put. 

33. A similar mode of proceeding shall be observed with bills which have 
originated in and passed the senate as with bills originating in the house, 
except they shall not be printed. 

34. When a motion has been made and carried or lost, it shall be in order 
for any member of the majority, on the same or succeeding day, to move for 
the reconsideration thereof; and such motion shall take precedence of all other 
questions, except the consideration of a conference report or a motion to 
adjourn, and shall not be withdrawn after the said succeeding day without the 
consent of the house, and thereafter any member may call it up for considera- 
tion: Provided, That such motion, if made during the last six days of the 
session, shall be disposed of when made. 

35. Any member who votes on that side of a question which prevailed may 
be at liberty to move a reconsideration, and a motion for a reconsideration shall 
be decided by a majority of votes. 

36. The rules of the house shall be observed in committee of the whole 
house, as far as may be applicable, except thatthe “‘ayes” and ‘‘nays” shall not 
be called, the previous question enforced, nor the time of speaking limited, nor 
number of times a member may speak.

the judge of any judicial district to appoint a clerk for the district court of any 
county where there is a vacancy in the office of clerk for such county. 

It is the opinion of the committee that the bill proposes to confer upon the 
judges of the district courts authority to appoint officers which by the Consti- 
tujion is conferred exclusively upon another department of the government, 
and is therefore unconstitutional. 

With respect to the amendments offered proposing to amend the title and 
also to add a new section proposing to ratify and confirm and legalize the acts 
of the clerks of the district courts done by them since the judges elected to 
succeed the Territorial judges have qualified—and assumed office, it is the 
opinion of your committee that if the amendments were adopted the act would 
embrace more than one subject, in violation of section 16, article III, of the 
Soe een: Your committee therefore recommend’ that “the bill be not 
passed. 

‘With respect to the amendment, your committee recommend that the pro- 
vision contained therein be made the subject of a separate bill. 

Your committee further report that they have had under consideration 
House Bill No. 1, “A bill for an act to authorize the supreme court to fix the 
times of holding terms thereof and to appoint certain officers of said court and 
fix their salaries,” and recommenid that the same do pass. 

Your committee also report that they have had under consideration Sub- 
stitute for Senate Bill No. 2, ‘‘A bill for an act providing for the fixing the 
terms of the district court of the several districts of the State of Idaho by 
amending and adding sections three thousand eight hundred and thirty-four 
and three thousand eight hundred and thirty-five to chapter 3, title 1, of the 
Revised Statutes of Idaho, to read as.follows:” and recommend that the title of 
said bill be stricken out and in lieu thereof a title inserted as follows: ‘‘An-act 
to provide for fixing the terms of the district courts of the several districts of 
the State of Idaho, and to add the sections of this act to chapter 3, of title 1, of 
the code of civil procedure of Idaho as sections 3834 and 3835,” and thus 
amended that the act do pass.

To one of these communications of the Attorney-General of the United 
States, I replied, at the request of the United States Marshal, reciting the 
reasons why the State had not assumed the management and control of the 
penitentiary. ! 

It will be apparent that while section 5, of article ten, of the Constitution, 
provides that the Governor, Secretary of State and Attorney-General shall 
constitute a board of State prison commissioners, and are invested with the 
control, management and direction of the State penitentiary, and are also 
invested with power to appoint 4 warden, there has as yet been no assisting 
legislation defining the duties of the board or warden and providing for the 
care and custody of said prisoners. In my opinion there is an absolute neces- 
sity for immediate action in this matter by the honorable body of- which you 
are the presiding officer. ;

Mr. Speaker: Your committee on public buildings, beg leave to submit the 


following report: 


We visited the insane asylum at Blackfoot, and after a Careful investiga- 
tion of the premises, we herein state the following facts: We found fhata 
little over a year ago, the main asylum building was burned down, being a 
total loss, with the exceptions of a few thousand bricks and the stone in the 
foundation, That there are now confined in said asylum, seventy-one patients, 
all kept in a building not intended to accommodate more than fifty patients. 
The asylum grounds consist of eighty acres of land, a water ditch six miles 
long with a capacity of four hundred inches of water. The asylum buildings 
were placed upon low grounds, not being suitable for building purposes at all. 
During the summer of 1890 the superintendent, with mostly asylum labor, made 
two hundred and seventy thousand bricks. Out of this amount he sold seven 
hundred dollars worth. With this amount of funds, and fifteen hundred dol- 
lars appropriated by the last legislature, and with the aid of patient labor, he 
has erected a substantial brick building fifty feet square and two stories high. 
It is estimated that it will take twenty-five hundred dollars to finish this build- 


“ing and put in heating apparatus. This new building is about three hundred 


yards from the old asylum building, and is on an elevation of about seven feet 
above that of the old. The eighty acres of land is nearly all in cultivation. 
Last year they raised sixty tons of hay and nearly enough vegetables to supply 
the asylum.’ They keep a sufficient number of cows to supply the asylum with 
milk, and horses enough to cultivate the farm. The patients are very much 
crowded, there being not less than three in any one room, and one room con- 
taining twenty-four. Everything seemed to be kept in a cleanly manner, and 
the patients seemed to be as comfortable as could be expected in such crowded 
apartments. 

We recommend that this legislature pass a bill levying one-half mill on 
every dollar of the assessable property of the State not to exceed two years, 
which shall be used as a building fund. This amount of money would com- 
plete the building now erected and add a wing to the same, as contemplated 
by the superintendent. This would give ample room for all patients that will 
be confined therein for the next two years. 


pe 
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We recommend the purchase of forty acres of land adjoining the asylum 
grounds. We think that Dr. Givens, the superintendent, should receive great 
credit for the able management of the institution. 

We do not approve of any more buildings being erected on the old site, 
but that they be erected adjoining, or near the new building, the grounds 
there being of sufficient elevation for all sewerage purposes. We recommend 
that the construction of all additional buildings be proceeded with under 
charge of the superintendent of the asylum, and not by contract. 

ARMSTRONG, Chairman. 

Mr. Armstrong, from the committee on public buildings, also submitted 
the following: ; : 

Mr. Speaker: Your committee respectfully report that they personally 
visited the university location on January 2, 1891, and made careful inspection 
thereof. The ground selected by the board of regents as a site for the State 
university is admirably adapted to the purpose, embracing twenty acres lying 
southwest of, and overlooking the city of Moscow, in Latah County, and afford- 
ing an excellent view of the city and surrounding country. The tract is enclosed 
with a substantial fence, and Lombardy poplars have been set out in it, while 
in the southern portion of the grounds a grove of maples has been-planted. 

The site selected for the university building is near the center of the west- 
ern half of the enclosure, on the most elevated ground in the tract, and is in 
every way a desirable location for the building. Under a contract authorized 
by the board of regents excavation was made to hardpan, and the foundation 
for the university has been built thereon in a most substantial manner. AN- 
the rock used in the foundation is of good size, and an excellent quality of build- 
ing material, beiig a country rock of quartzite and granite, and the footings in 
particular are large. The foundation is exposed at all points, affording your 
committee an excellent opportunity of examining it, and in our judgment it is 
a suitable and substantial construction so far as work has gone; but we do con- 
sider the foundation incomplete, as io water table or base course is worked 
and fixed to protect the present masonry from water. 

We took pains to getmeasurements of the rock work in the foundation, and 
pronounce the amount charged for the same to be approximately correct, viz: 
1989 perches. ; 

An ample supply of pure water for the university can be obtained by boring 
or sinking a well to a depth of about 60 feet, and the water when tapped rises 
to within 25 feet of the surface. A good road (a continuation of the main street 
of the city of Moscow) has already been made to the lower end of the grounds, 
and is to be known as University avenue, and an easy ascent up to the grounds 
and the university can be cheaply made. To complete the grounds will require 
some grading and leveling. 

As a result of their inspection, your committee respectfully recommend: 
Ist. That the walls of the present foundation be protected from the elements 
with boards, the same to be taken at cost, by the successful bidder in the build- 
ing when the contract is awarded. 2d. That a water table, of base course, be 
constructed to protect the present masonry from water, etc. 

The plans and specifications of the building are excellent, and when the 
said building is completed it will be’one of the finest educational buildings in 
the northwest. It is estimated the cost will be eighty-three thousand dollars 
to complete this building, not including the foundation. The size of the said

Your committee recommend that a ‘reasonable appropriation be made, 
which will give sufficient means to complete the building and a school be com- 
menced at once, and Idaho’s institution of learning will not only be atéredit to 
the State, but to the whole northwest. : ARMSTRONG, Chairman.

and food out of a net sum per capita of 93 cents per day. 

We find that at present the whole number of patients is seventy-one (71), 
24 females and 47 males, and that by reason of the destruction by fire of the 
main asylum building that they are now crowded into wholly inadequate space 
and are subjected thereby to great risk and danger to life and health. :

WHEREAS, On Tuesday, the 16th day of December, 1890, the legislature, 
pursuant to the requirements of the Constitution and Admission Act voted for 
a United States Senator in the two houses acting separately, and thereafter, 
as provided by law, met on December 17th in joint assembly and voted for a 
United States Senator; and thereafter, on December 18, 1890, again met in 
joint assembly and within ten days after its organization elected, in the man- 
ner provided by law, Hons. George L. Shoup and William J. McConnell United 
States Senators: and ; 

WHEREAS, The legislature thereupon immediately proceeded to vote for 
Hon. Fred T. Dubois for the term beginning March 4th, 1891, in advance of 
the drawing for terms by the two Senators-elect, in adyance of time fixed by 
law, without first voting in the two houses acting separately, and against the 
protest of members of the joint assembly; and 

WHEREAS, Upon full consideration of the facts, it is the opinion of the 
legislature that if the alleged election of said Hon. Fred T. Dubois is not valid, 
there is at least grave doubt as to its validity; Therefore, 

Resolved by the Senate, the House of Representatives concurring, That at 
the hour of 12 o’clock meridian of the first legislative day after the passage of 
this resolution the legislature will proceed to elect a United States Senator to 
succeed Hon. William J. McConnell for the term beginning March 4th, 1891, 
and that such election shall be conducted in all respects in the manner pro- 
vided in section 15 of the Revised Statutes of the United States.

Gentlemen: Inreply to your communication of the 14th ‘instant, being 
Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 14, we respectfully state that we have no 
jurisdiction to consider or decide the ‘question therein propounded as a court, 
and do not deem it proper for us to express an extra-judicial opinion upon the 
matter.

accordance with the amount of taxable property that Alturas County has 
acquired from Logan Logan County, as shown by the assessment roll of Logan 
County, for the year 1892, as it bears to the whole amount of taxable property 
in said Logan County, as shown by said assessment roll.

Mine inspectors are numerous 
and ‘are conspicuously careful and vigilant, but notwithstanding their utmost 
vigilance, deplorable accidents occur. In vein mining, on the contrary, 
totally different conditions exist. During the last 33 years devoted almost 
entirely to practical mining of that character, [ have not observed any mining 
accident involving peril to the life or limb that could have been avoided or 
mitigated in any way by the system of inspection provided in this bill. Iam, 
therefore. forced to conclude that it merely aims at a legal extortion of fees 
from mine owners without any resulting benefit to any one.
